"In order to know the meaning of 
the word Lord, let us consult the dic- 
tionary. I open the classical lexicon 
by Webster at the word Lord and I 
find the following definition: “Lord 
is one who has power and authority, 
a master, a ruler, a governor, a pro- 
prietor.” 

Under these lines Webster applies 
the word Lord in a religious sense ex- 
clusively to Jesus Christ, and to the 
Supreme Being Jehovah, for they 
have the full possession of the sig- 
nificance of the term. 

Jesus Christ is Lord for three rea- 
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sons; that is, for the reason of crea- 
tion: “All things were made by Him, 
and without Him was not anything 
made that was made.” The creator 
of a thing is its owner. So Jesus 
Christ possesses fully the right as our 
Creator to own us, to govern and 
rule us. 


Jesus Christ is Lord for the reason 
of redemption, which means to buy 
anew, “For He gave Himself as a 
ransom for all.” “We were not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from our vain con- 
versation. . . . But with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb, without 
blemish, and without spot” (I Peter 
i, 18, 19). No man can call himself a 
Christian if he does not belong to 
Him entirely and forever. 

Jesus Christ has also the right to 
be our only Lord for the reason of 
His Divine providence for, and pres- 
ervation of us. Not only has He cre- 
ated us, not only has He redeemed us, 
but He keeps us physically and spirit- 
nally day by day through His divine 
and forever abiding power and provi- 
dence. He upholds “all things by the 
word of His power” (Heb. i, 3). The 
preservation of the universe and of

ourselves is a continuous miracle of 
wisdom, love and power; it is a con- 


tinual creation. This is also true of 


Christ’s keeping power in the spirit- 


ual realm. “I know whom [ have 
believed, and I am persuaded that He 
is able to keep that which I have com- 


mitted unto Him against that day.”

It is therefore a sin to call, in a 
religious sense, anyone else Lord but 
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Jesus. Christ is not valued at all 
unless He be valued above all. Only 
Jesus, by reason of creation, redemp- 
tion and preservation, has the right to 
be the owner, the master, the ruler, 
the governor of our souls. His au- 
thority is absolute, universal, eternal. 
The human soul cannot divide its ser- 
vice and its worship into a dual alle- 
giance in the spiritual sense. In the 
spiritual universe, as it is in the 
physical, there is no room for two 
Lords. “No man can serve two mas- 
ters.” The Christian Church is the 
Church of our Lord—only. 


“Hear, O Israel: The Lord our 
God is one Lord: and thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might” (Deut. vi, 5). 

The divine commandment of old is 
also the new commandment. The 
proudest title that Peter, John, Paul 
applied to themselves was that of 
servants of the Lord.

ORIGIN AND NATURE OF THE OFFICE OF CARDINALS 


The aim of this brief study is not to attack the two distinguished 
persons who have been recently created cardinals 6f the Roman Church. 
The personal merits gained by Archbishops Patrick J. Hayes, of New 
York, and George W. Mundelein, of Chicago, in the eyes of the Roman 
Church are out of question. I write here only as a student of history 
an! of the Bible, and I am trying to elucidate before the eyes of the peo- 
ple the origin and the nature of the office of cardinal. 


When and Where Did This Office Originate? 


To any man who has acquired even a superficial knowledge of the 
Bible, and particularly of the Gospels, it is absolutely clear that Christ 
lid not institute such office. Neither the office nor the name of cardinal 


is to be found in the New Testament. It is therefore very strange that 


the Catholic “Monitor,” of Jersey City, has the courage to print that the 

‘ardinals are the successors of the apostles. In the history of the apostolic 

hurch, as it is related in the book of Acts, no one can find a word about 

biretta, or the red hat of the cardinals. It would, indeed, be a good 

on James, John, or Paul, to paint them as wearing the insignia of 

rdinals. To be sure, they used to belong to the apostolic college, which, 
as everyone knows, is a very different thing from the Sacred College. 

It is also clear from the perusal of the Gospel that the mind of Christ, 
our blessed Redeemer and founder of the Church, was highly democratic; 
an therefore Christ never intended to institute a hierarchy of honor and 
office among His followers, disciples and believers. The thought of creat- 
ing a privileged caste in His Church never occurred to Christ. When 
our Saviour said to all of His believers, “All ye are brethren,” He evidently 
had in mind a form of pure democracy for His Church. No autocracy or 
aristocracy is thinkable in the perception of a true and spiritual religion. 
The terms of royal dignity—king, sovereign, eminence, lordship, princes 
of the blood, excellence, august dignitaries or any other term similarly 
and so worldly extravagant as they are applied to the pope of Rome and 
to his hierarchy—never came from the lips of Jesus. For Him the meas- 
ure of greatness was a right personal and spiritual relation to God and 
to men. True greatness was to be measured only in terms of service and 
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humility, never in tones of dominion or lordship. “Ye know that the 
princes of the Gentiles exercise dominion over them, and they that are great 
exercise authority upon them. But it shall not be so among you, but who- 
soever will be great among you, let him be your minister. And whos»- 
ever will be chief among you, let him be your servant. Even as the Son 
of man came not to be ministered unto, but to minister and to give His life 
as a ransom for many” (Matt. xx, 25-28). The authority established by 
Jesus is distinctly and exclusively moral and spiritual. No rank, no titles, 
no lordship, no sovereignty, no principality, no royal blood, no throne of 
princes in the pure and sublime religion of the Gospel. The progress of 
humanity can be marked by the gradual disappearance of political lor«- 
ship; the progress and true life of Christian religion is likewise distinctly 
shown in the absence of any human lordships. Pure democracy in religion 
generates pure democracy in government and vice versa. The first citi- 
zen of our country, which is the most democratic country in the world, 
is satisfied with being called by the democratic appellative, “Mister Presi- 
dent,” even as the least workingman of this glorious Republic. 

The Constitution expressly forbids the granting of any titles of nobil- 
ity, or of royalty, and in so doing implicitly teaches that any title of 
nobility is not to be considered as an honor to America or to her ideals, 
notwithstanding the loud assertions of the- newly created princes of the 
blood and of the concerted cry of the Roman Catholic inspired press. 

We have, then, seen that the office of cardinalate is neither found in 
the Gospel nor in the history of the primitive Church, and that it is incom- 
patible with the ideals of the pure Christian religion and of the modern 
democratic state. 


The Cardinalate is of Pagan and Roman Origin 


The trade-mark of this article, for which certain journalists seem to 
go so wild in their decantations, is clearly “made in Rome.” After the first 
centuries of Christianity the Roman Church began to take in many of the 
pagan things, and to imitate the political form of the Roman empire. This 
is abundantly proven by a careful survey of the historic field. “The Papal 
consistory recalls the Consistorium principis of the Roman empire.” (Cat!10- 
hic Encyclopedia.) 


The name of cardinal is derived from the Latin word, cardo, which 
means hinge, on which a door turns or swings. The word cardinal, like 
many other words (the word pope in particular), was originally of a more 
general application before it became exclusively reserved to the members 
of the so-called Sacred College. 


It is true that we find mentioned by Gregory, as early as the sixth 
century, the names of cardinal bishops and priests.

This word and the ancient meaning of it are still preserved in the

ong time the superior clergy, and especially the canons of cathedrals, 
the heads of important churches, were called cardinals. Gradually, how- 
r, this title was confined by usage to the Roman cardinals, until Pius V, 
his constitution of February 15, 1568, reserved it exclusively to them. 


Grouping of Cardinals and Their Number 


‘he grouping of cardinals, called the Sacred College of Cardinals, was 
nitely done by the uniting of the three bodies of cardinals (deacons, 
sts and bishops) into one body, and this body was to elect the Pope. 
s took place only in the twelfth century, for before this time the Pope 
s elected first by the people, and after by the clergy, the open confirma- 
1 of the Emperor being in all cases required. 

Nowadays the Sacred College is still composed of three orders, or 
egories, that is, bishops, priests and deacons: 


1. Cardinal bishops are attached to-day, as in the time of St. Peter

ihe Passing Power of the Consistory and of the College of Cardinals

The Consistory was once a legislative body, but the passing of cen- 
s has radically changed its character and scope. 


Bishops used to 
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participate in the consistories, which constituted, among other things, a 
law court. 

With the growth of the Church the Consistory was restricted only 
to the Pope and cardinals and became, as it is now, a pure formality, in 
which the cardinals accept and approve the Pope’s decision in all matters. 
The question put by the Pope to the assembled cardinals, whether they 
approve of the nominations, is a ludicrous performance, for they cannot 
change the decisions of the Pope. 

In olden times, however, the Consistory was really the ruling body 
in all Church matters, and enacted all the most important ecclesiastical 
business. In one Consistory, held in Naples, in 1244, for instance, Pope 
Celestine IV, having been censured by the cardinals, solemnly abdicated 
from the Papacy and, removing his pontifical robes, took a seat among 
the lowliest of the cardinals. 

Kings and Emperors were made and unmade by the Popes in Con- 
sistories at the time of their greatest power. Thus Queen Joan I of Naples 
was deposed by Pope Urban VI in a Consistory in 1378, and Charles III 
was nominated in her stead. Philip II, King of Spain, was deposed by 
Paul IV in 1556, and Pope Gregory XIII created Rudolph II Emperor in 
1577. In like manner Pope Clement XII, in 1731, gave to Charles of Bour- 
bon the kingdom of the two Sicilies. 


To an unbiassed mind the power of the Pope has entirely absorbed 
all the legislative authority in the Church either in political or in relig- 
ious matters. 


The student of history knows very well that the Vatican, instead of 
becoming more democratic and allowing a certain sphere of intellectual 
independence to the clergy (priests, bishops, cardinals), has confined to 
himself the most extravagant and absolute use of dictatorial powers. 

The cardinals of to-day are simply the vox pape—the voice of the Pope, 
And this fact constitutes the real political influence of the Pope over the 
cardinals in the exercise of their communicated authority over the nations 
where they have set up their thrones. 

The political nature of the Cardinal’s Office is set forth by m: 
canonical, historical and contemporary evidences. 

The dignity of the cardinals is a reflection of, and participation in, the 
sovereign dignity of the Pope. 

The Pope, while placing the hat on the head of newly created cardinals, 
pronounces the following words: “Receive the red hat, singular ornament 
of the Holy See, by which is meant that you should courageously exalt the 
holy faith, defend the peace of the Christian people and promote the increase 
of the State of the Church even to shedding of blood in the name of the 


Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” This papal formula of 
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vestiture, this unholy commission did not see the light in any of the Amer- 
ican newspapers, which were too busy in acknowledging the great honor 
come to America by the elevation of the two distinguished prelates of New 
York and Chicago. The papal commission to the cardinals sounds strangely 
inconsistent with the great commission of Jesus Christ to His apostles. 

The significance of the papal formula is made more manifest by the 

oath of the cardinals, as it has been published by the London “Times,” 
Dec. 8, 1911, as follows: “To try in every way to assert, uphold, preserve, 
increase and promote the rights, even temporal, especially those of the civil 
principality, the liberty, the honor, privileges and authority of the Holy 
Roman Church OF OUR LORD THE POPE, and the aforesaid suc- 
cessors.” In what manner the cardinals of the Roman Church of the 
past have kept their oath, history abundantly proves. 

What the recent cardinals will do we do not know. No one of the 
ng cardinals will ever tell us what are his specific instructions from the 
tican. For in the secret Consistory which immediately follows the public 
nsistory the Pope begins by “closing the mouth” of the new cardinal, 
» is led before him, as a symbol of the discretion he should observe. 

What did the cardinals say in their first meeting with the Pope?

Political Game 


One thing is certain, that the composition of the Sacred College is 
subject to definite laws; but the necessity of the different interests 
many nations, in view of the election of the Pope, which is done by 
cardinals, has in the past played a decisive political influence. 

In this connection an amusing political game is going on all the time. 
emember that, after the death of Leo XIII, the Conclave assembled for 
election of his successor was determined to nominate to the Papacy 
dinal Rampolla, who, as Secretary of State to Leo XIII, had pursued 
olicy favorable to France. But Germany, through Austria, vetoed the 
tion of Rampolla, and so, after many unsuccessful ballots had been 

no one of the candidates being able to reach the canonical number, 
cardinals, through sheer force of desperation, came to choose Cardinal 
to, a rather good but uncultured man, who in his elevation to the Holy 
took the name of Pius X. This fact gave another proof that even 
election of the Pope is not done through the inspiration of the Holy 
st, but very often, as history indicates, by political intrigues, or from 
expectation of financial and political favors. 
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What the Associated Press Said 


Even in the creation of the American cardinals political encroacli- 
ments have not been wanting. “A regrettable touch,” says the Associate: 
Press, “has been added to the elevation of their Graces Hayes and Mun- 
delein, by the violent objections from Spanish high quarters, which are 
reaching the Pontiff through the former Secretary of State, Cardinal Merry 
del Val.” The Spaniards say that King Alfonso, in his recent visit to Rome, 
was promised that the next scarlet birettas would go to South Americans. 

Intrigues and pressure are exercised not only by the Governments i 
the different nations, but also by the heads of religious orders, which have 
always a certain number of their representatives in the Sacred College. 
There is always a secret jealousy for the balance of power between the 
Dominicans, Jesuits, Franciscans, Barnabites. All and each of these relig- 
ious orders hope to obtain from the Vatican particular privileges for cer- 
tain rights in the Holy Land, or for special granting of indulgences io 
devotions patronized by them, through the influence of their cardinals. 
The more cardinals they can obtain the better it will be for the gain to 
be derived. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I would say that Cardinals Hayes and Mundelein, and 


any other cardinals living in America, may have the best of intentions 
“to serve our great cities and glorious country” (cablegram of Archbishop 
Hayes to the “New York American,” March 21st), but by the force of facts, 
by the nature of their office, by the commission received by their lord and 
sovereign the Pope, they are bound to serve, first, the interest of the Papal 
See and of that international organization which is the Roman Church. 

There is also a grave doubt in my mind, whether, legally speaking, 
they could be at the same time citizens of America and princes of a for- 
eign potentate, who still claims the rights of temporal power, and whose 
increase in political dominion they are bound on oath to promote. They 
belong to the Senate of the State of the Roman Church. They are carii- 
nals, that is, hinges of the Papacy, to which they are attached. Their red 
hat is an appendix of the triple crown of the Pope. 

If they are attached to Rome—and canonically they possess the Roman 
citizenship to the point that they are titulars of two Roman churches— 
it becomes an open question for every fair-minded seeker whether they can »e 
also citizens of another State. Suppose that what the Vatican has been 
working for since 1870, that is, the establishment of his temporal kingdom 
over Rome, should be granted by the Italian Government by the trans/er 
of its capital to Florence, as it has been suggested by several Catho ic 
papers, the cardinals would become automatically citizens of the Papal State. 

America does not recognize, as yet, the right of dual citizenship. 
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Hayes and Mundelein are not the exponents and representatives of 
America to the Vatican, as it has been cunningly published by a large num- 


ler of Catholic newspapers. 


They are the exponents and representatives 
f the Pope and of the ideals of the Vatican.

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LOYALTY TO THE POPE IS THE FIRST QUALIFICATION FOR 
PUBLIC OFFICE 


On Sunday, May 1, 1910, Cardinal 
W. H. O’Connell, then archbishop, de- 
livered an important address in Lowell, 
Mass., at the eleventh annual meeting of 
the American Federation of Catholic 
Societies. 

The topic of Archbishop O’Connell’s 
address was “Loyalty,” and he dwelt es- 
pecially on the loyalty and respect due 
to the Pope. “Let me illustrate,” said 
he “by an incident that happened only 
a short time ago. I refer to the 
Roosevelt incident. Here is precisely a 
casein point of lack of loyalty.” Our 
readers will remember that Colonel 
Roosevelt, during his return from the 
African hunting trip, while in Rome, 
deliberately preferred to cancel his visit 
to the Pope rather than to submit to the 
impositions of the Vatican, and surren- 
der in advance his civil and religious 
liberties to the Pope.

Exhilarating Ignorance 

The second cause of the demise of 
Protestantism is the supposed popu- 
lar repudiation of the doctrine of the 
justification by faith only. “Luther,” 
he tells us, “was interested in the 
particular idea of salvation by faith, 
and the futility of good works for 
that end... . The Church said that 
our ordinary efforts to be kind and 
brave, or useful to society, would also 
help us to Heaven. Is it saying too 
much that in that quarrel the whole 
modern world would be

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doctrine of “justification by faith 
alone,” but he found it clearly estab- 
lished in the Holy Scripture. Mr. 
Chesterton’s ignorance of the term 
“faith,” as it is understood by Prot- 
estants, is phenomenal. Justified by 
faith does not mean simply submis- 
sion to a speculative creed (the devil 
himself may have that), or a system 
of doctrines, or a subjective credence 
as intellectual persuasion of any fact; 
but, radically, the expression, “justi- 
fied by faith,” according to Scripture, 
means fidelity, faithfulness to any 
moral and religious obligation, and it 
means, above all, the Christian grace 
of trust or reliance on Christ, as our 
Redeemer and Saviour. Faith is the 
soul’s incumbency or staying of itself 
on the provision of the Gospel. As 
in worldly relations, be they commer- 
cial, family, civic or political, faith is 
at the bottom of any transaction done 
in sincerity, of every success worthy 
of achievement of every good action; 
so in the religious world of Christian 
experience, faith is not simply a pas- 
sive acceptance, but a force divine, 
from which springs the Christlike 
power of good works. Real faith does 
not exclude good works, but it is the 
mother of every good work. No work 
of salvation is possible without this 
inner vitality, which comes from the 
abiding presence of the accepted 
Christ. The outer-working is caused 
by the inner-working. “Saving faith” 
is not a product of human effort, but 
a free gift from above. 


The world is happier in accepting 
the terms of salvation as they are of- 


fered by the simplicity and sublimity 
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of the Gospel than it would be in 
accepting the terms from Rome. 
The modern world is not ready to 
swallow the creed of Pius IV to- 
gether with the doctrine of -Papal 
Infallibility. It is not willing to yield 
absolute submission to the Papacy, 
to frequent the Mass, to resort to 
the tribunal of penance, to accept the 
other terms of salvation which 
Popery imposes. 


Even in countries where Papalism 
is dominant the tendency has of late 
been away from the restrictions with 
which Rome promises salvation; so 
if the “whole modern world” proves 
anything, it proves the death of Ro- 
manism rather than that ,of Prot- 
estantism. But, indeed, Mr. Ches- 
terton leaves out of sight the main 
factor. True Christianity makes no 
appeal to the judgment of the world. 
All real disciples of our Lord and 
Saviour depend for their justification 
entirely and only upon what He has 
done for them. They place no con- 
fidence whatever in their own works 
to obtain acceptance with God or to 
help them to heaven. They, when 
really converted, “will be kind, brave, 
useful to society,” etc., but 
will not trust in the works per- 
formed by them. They will trust in 
their Redeemer and

NO SALVATION THROUGH SACRAMENTS: THROUGH CHRIST 
ALONE 


Not stated as a theological proposition, but as a demonstrable FACT: 


In every quarter of the globe, every day, the Salvation Army is bringing men 
and women out of the bondage of sin into the liberty of the children of God. ind 
it never administers sacraments of any kind in any of its services. It does this by 
bringing them into direct personal contact with the Saviour Himself. 

In the Boston “Transcript” (March 29, 1924) Father T. J. Laden, a 
Roman priest of New Britain, Conn., said: 
The Catholic priest is a minister of Christ. He administers the sacraments of Jesus Christ, 
who instituted seven to save souls * * * [To a dying person] He administers the sacrament of 


penance, the sacrament of the holy eucharist and the sacrament of extreme unction, outward 
signs instituted by Jesus Christ to give grace. 


The “Catechism of Christian Doctrine, Prepared and Enjoined by 
Order of the Third Plenary Council of Baltimore” (Imprimatur of Cardi- 
nal McCloskey,.April 6, 1885), says, with regard to “Grace,” that it is “a 
supernatural gift of God bestowed on us, through the merits of Jesus Christ, 
for our salvation” (p. 19). And on p. 25 it is said that “the sacraments 
have the power of giving grace from the merits of Jesus Christ.” 

The fourth section of the Creed of Pope Pius IV says that “there 
are truly and properly seven sacraments of the new law, instituted by Jesus 
Christ our Lord, and for the salvation of mankind.” 

If a pious Catholic who has been going to Mass and confession for 
twenty years, and finds himself no nearer a sense of peace with God or 
freedom from the power of sin should turn to the Catholic Encyclopedia 
to see what it says about salvation, he will find this statement on p. 40/7, 
vol. 13: 

As sin is the greatest evil, being the root and source of all evil, Sacred Scripture uses the 


word “salvation” mainly in the sense of liberation of the human race or of individual man 
from sin and its consequences, 


This reads well—so well, in fact, that his surprise that he has not yet 
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obtained this “sense of liberation from sin” will be increased rather than 


diminished. 


If he continues reading the article he will learn that 


God [having] agreed to accept the work of the Redeemer for the sins of man, He was bound 
His promise and His justice to grant the remission of sin to the extent and in the manner 
niended by Christ. In this way our salvation has won back for us the essential prerogative 
he state of original justice, i. e., sanctifying grace, while it will restore the minor prerog- 
es at the Resurrection. At the same time it does not at once blot out individual sin, but 
vy procures the means thereto, and these means are not restricted only to the predestined or 


he faithful, but extend to all men. 


Just why salvation does not “at once blot out individual sin” is not 
explained, especially as in I John i, 9, we read: “If we confess our sins, 
He is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 


unrighteousness.”

with the peace of God that passeth all 
understanding.

WOODROW WILSON AND POPE BENEDICT XV 
[From “The Protestant Review,” Feb., 1919.] 

Since the day when our Lord conversed with “the Prince of this World,” 
in the episode of the Great Temptation, no figures of equal prominence in 
colossal systems of thought and action have stood face to face as when Pope 
Benedict XV stood in the presence of the President of the United States on 
Saturday, January 4, 1919. 

Perhaps the historical meeting of nearest approach was that of Martin 
Luther and the Emperor Charles V at the Diet of Worms; but Luther was 
not the head of a nation, and Charles V arrogated to himself none of the 
claims of Pope Benedict XV. 

That the President had no intention of being made a monkey to pull the 
Vatican chestnuts out of any sort of fire may be gathered from the fact that 
the first despatches from Paris about the visit all said that he would receive 
Protestant deputations at the Methodist College in Rome on the same day. 
Later, however, it was decided that this reception should be held in the 
American Protestant Episcopal Church—doubtless out of consideration {for 
the dilemma in which the Pope found himself (in view of the Fairbanks and 
Roosevelt episodes during the pontificate of Pope Pius X) when the first 
alinouncement was made.

THE MARTYRDOM OF GIOR- 
DANO BRUNO 


In the long list of martyrs for the 
freedom of science, thought and con- 
science, Giordano Bruno occupies a 
very prominent place in the history of 
mankind. Bruno was born at Nola, 
near Naples, in 1548, where he lived 
his first seventeen years, after which 
he betook himself to a monastery, 
where he donned the Dominican garb. 
After a few years of classical study 
Aristotelianism, upon which the Ro- 
man Catholic theology and scholasti- 
cism were based, began to crumble 
before Bruno’s analytical mind.

But not even 
at Oxford, where he lectured on the 
“Capernican System” and the “!m- 
mortality of the Soul,” was there 
room enough for this “intellectual 
Hercules.” In fact, writing of this 
great university, he calls her “the 
widow of sound learning... a constel- 
lation of pedantic, obstinate ignor- 
ance and presumption mixed wit) 
clownish incivility that would tax ' 
patience of Job” (in La Cena d 
Ceneri).

Giordano Bruno was not a light- 
headed fanatic, but a serious investi- 
gator and philosopher. He hated the 
superfluous and external religious 
forms, and, therefore, he ridiculed the 
pomp and empty show of the Popes 
and of the Roman Church. 


Bruno was an “intellectual giant,” 
and, therefore, he hated the laziness 
of the monks, and laughed at their 
asinine philosophy that “ignorance is 
the best science, because it is acquired 
without effort.” 


Again, he hated slavery, and, there- 
fore, worked and died to emancipate 
science and religion from Aristotelian 
canons and the intellectual and spirit- 
ual despotism of the Papacy. 


The sacred monument to Bruno in 
the “Holy City,” therefore stands as 
an everlasting protest against the des- 
potism of the Papacy, and as a tri- 
umph of reality over ephemeral dis- ~ 
play, of virtue over vice, of knowl- 
edge over ignorance, of liberty over 
intellectual and spiritual slavery. 


The martyrdom of this citizen of 
the world, whose mother he claimed 
to be the earth, and whose father he 
claimed to be the sun, was commem- 
orated by the Italian Methodist 
Church of Welland, Canada.
